New Proposal by Tennis Unlimited

A second propesal to the city to construct an indoor-outdoor 
tennis facility will be aired at a public hearing before the city 
council on Wednesday, August 23. The new proposal, by the Lancer 
Corporation of Bowie, describes a recreational center to be located 
adjacent to the Beltway and Greenbelt Rd. on a strip of land to the 
north and west of the Greenbelt American Legion post. 


Action by council was deferred 
on the earlier proposal, made in 
April by former recreation director 
Richard C. Stevenson, represent- 
ing Tennis Unlimited. This propos— 
al involved the use of land under 
an Open Spaces grant by the De— 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development. Council awaits com— 
ment from HUD concerning whe-— 
ther further building on the site, 
which already holds the city build— 
ing, would violate HUD’s limit on 
the total amount of acreage in an 
Open Space grant allowed for 
building purposes. 

The Lancer proposal, however, 
involves private land. The land in 
question is a 4—acre section of Par- 
cel 15, an approximately 18-acre 
tract near the Charlestowne North 


. highrise apartment building and — 


the lake park. The four acres are 
owned: by Consolidated Syndi- 
cates. ; 

According to the proposal, the 
two acres used for construction of 
the recreational facility would be 
deeded to the city of Greenbelt, 
which in turn would grant the cor- 
poration a twenty to thirty year 
lease to operate the concession. The 
remaining two acres would be -re— 
served by the company for parking 
and for future expansion. 


The recreation center being pro- 
posed is described in a letter to the 
city by William D. Berkshire, pre— 
sident of the corporation, as “in-— 
door/outdoor tennis courts, hand- 
ball, squash and related general 
exercise areas, lockers, sales and 
clug facilities.” Presently envis— 
ioned are six indoor and six out- 
door tennis courts and five han-— 
ball and squash courts. 

The agreement would include the 
right by the lessor to erect “iden-— 
tification signs” on the property. 
All buildings and improvements 
would be made by the corporation 
“at its sole expense” but subject 
to approval by the city. 

As lessor in the arrangement, the 
city would receive in rent an am- 
ount equal to 3% of the gross an- 
nual receipt up to $200,000 and 2% 
of all amounts over that figure, 
with a minimum rental of $2,000 
per year. All receipts above the 
$2,000 minimum, however, would 
be withheld until the corporation 
had earned back the original pur-- 
chase price of the land — an am- 
ount thought to be substantially 
less than $50,000. 

After that time the city would 
receive its full percentage of ren— 
tal monies. At the end of the per- 
iod of lease — 20 years with twe 
five-year renewal options the 
city would become sole owner of 
the property. 

The recreation center would op- 
erate on a membership fee basis, 
with courts reserved on a regular 
schedule. However, a minimum 
of 100 hours per week would be 
set aside to allow residents of 
Greenbelt and educational or rec— 
reational associations to use the fa— 
cility on a first-come, first-served 
basis. Special fee benefits would 
be allowed to local residents. 

Although Lancer Corporation has 


not previously operated such a fa— 
cility, it is currently also negotiat— 
ing with the cities of Bowie, Rock-— 
ville, and Timonium for similar rec— 
reation centers. 

At present the proposal is under 
study by both the Advisory Plan-— 
ning Board and the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board, as well 
as by the city solicitor, Emmett 
Nanna, and Recreation Director 
Darald Lofgren. Of. most concern 
to city officials would be the ef— 
fect on future zoning for adjacent 
properties by construction of this 
facility. The corporation’s dedica— 
tion of the land to the city would 
avoid its limitation to development 
according to the site’s current zon— 
ing for single-family dwellings. 


VOTER REGISTRATION 
FOR INDOOR POOL ISSUE 


Residents wishing to participate 
in the October 3, 1972 referendum 
concerning the issuing of $650,000 
in bonds for the building of an in- 
door swimming pool and exercise 
facility must be registered voters 
in the city of Greenbelt. Registra- 
tion can be accomplished between 
now and September 1, any Monday 
through Friday between 8:30 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. at the City Offices located 
at 25 Crescent Road adjacent to 
the Greenbelt Commercial Center. 

Special registrations will be held 
at the Springhill Lake Community 
Center, North End Elementary 
School and the Municipal Building 
on Monday, August 21 between 5 
p.m. and 9 p.m. and Saturday, Sep- 
tember 2 and Monday, September 4 
from 12 noon to 5:30 p.m. at the La-— 
bor Day Festival. The last day to 
register prior to the referendum will 
be Monday, September 4. Residents 
should note that registration with 
Prince Georges County for County, 
State and Federal elections is not 
registration for City elections. More 
information may be obtained by 
calling the City Clerk at 474-8009. 


Teens Staging Music Man 

The Prince Georges County Sum- 
mer Teen Theatre will open its 
sixth season with a. production of 
Meredith Wilson’s broadway mu- 
sical, “Music Man” which will be 
presented August 11, 12, 18 and 20 
at the Northwestern Senior High 
School auditorium, Adelphi Road, 
Hyattsville, beginning at 8 p.m. 
-This year’s popular musical com-- 
edy is about a fast talking con 
man, Professor Harold Hill, and 
his reform when confronted by 
the residents of a small Iowa town, 
River City. Though River City is 
fictional in name, the setting for 
the story is said to be styled after 
Meredith Wilson’s own home town 
in Iowa, Mason City.

The proposed. change involves 
elimination of the earthern swale 
along the top of the slope. In lieu 
of this swale, which was part of the 
original plan prepared by the con- 
sulting firm of Balter, the state 
agency’s proposal would place as- 
phalt or bituminous concrete on the 
top surface. This asphalt would 
slope back into the school bus park- 
ing lot so that the drainage would 


_ be diverted away from the slope. 


Unsettled at this point is who will 
pay for this asphalt work — the 
Board of Education, which owns the 
parking lot, or the Beltway develop- 
er — Sidney J. Brown — whose con- 
tractor is doing the work. School 
board officials indicate annoyance 
that the original concept of the 
Balter plan was altered without first © 
consulting them. 

Water Resources officials say that 
they had made clear from tthe begin- 
ning that they were going to super- 
vise the work closely. The work, 
they said, was being done in sec- 
tions, so that on-the-spot decisions 
could be made to change the plans 
if deemed desirable. 4 

Water Resources explained that 
the change was made because they 
feared that the proposed swale 
at top would cause water to perco- 
late vertically until it hits the fine 
Strata of earth and then emerge 
horizontally on the Slope causing 
blow-outs. 

(A blow-out refers to areas where 
there has been a slump, slide, or 
depression requiring the removal of 
unstable materials and replacement 
with suitable soil. One such blow 
-out has already occurred near the 
maintenance building. Bleeders 
(french drains) will be installed 
where internal Seepage has taken 
place. 

According to Water Resources, 
& curb will_be placed at the top of 
the slope to insure that rainfall wil] 
not go over the slope. This will also 
mn Mey & safety factor. 
: € work so far has proceed 
Just about the middle of the pei 
north of the maintenance building. 
The piles of earth on that side of 
the slope near Breezewood will be 
removed as soon as arrangements 
have been made by Brown. 

Water Resource Officials noted 

that the clay slope is as hard as 
brick and that in some places the 
loader was almost extended on end 
trying to dig into the slope. 
School board officials State that 
In event the slope is not finished 
in time for school, or if any damage 
is done to the parking lot, arrange- 
ments have been made with Brown 
for temporary gas pumps and stor- 
age areas.

When a legislative pro-— 
posal is received by the Delegation 
it first moves to one of our three 
standing committees for study and 
then is reported either favorably 
or unfavorably to the full Delega- 
tion. 
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Financial Audit Unnecessary 
To the Editor: 


_ Regarding the proposed financial 
audit of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
_mentioned in the last issue of the 
News Review, it appears that 
seemingly scare tactics were used 
by a small group of GHI members 
in getting the petition signed for 
another audit. This approach seems 
to indicate that they are trying 
by any means possible, to get only 
answers which they want, rather 
than to accept facts. These mem- 
bers are trying to use scarce GHI 
funds for an audit whose need is 
not supported by evidence. 


Please consider the following: 
(1) The corporation is audited reg-— 
ularly, (twice a year), by a firm 
of Certified Public Accountants; 
(2) If there are matters not cov— 
ered by the regular semi-annual 
audit, the scope of the audit can 
be expanded to include them; (3) 
An annual financial report which 
gives information about GHI in- 
come and expenditures and related 
data is made available to members 
at each annual membership meéet— 
fng; (4) The management consult— 
ing firm of Cresap, McCormick and 
Paget, Inc.,” reviewed allegations 
made by members against board 
members and staff and found no 
supporting evidence to support 
such charges; (5) Suburban Trust, 
which is concerned with the finan- 
cial state of a borrower such as 
GHI found the corporation in suf- 
ficiently godd health to. advance 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
for a ten year loan; (6) The Cre— 
sap, McCormick and Paget survey 
covered many of the matters the 
proposed audit would . duplicate, 
i.e, recommendations for more ef-— 
ficient management, possible sav— 
ings and accumulation of reserves; 
and (7) The Government National 
Mortgage Association, which is-re~ 
sponsible for the GHI overall mort- 
gage, has never indicated any con-— 
cern about the financial condition 
of GHI, 


It would seem appropriate that 
if the members who signed the pe- 
tition to have GHI expend $15,000 
to $30,000 for such an audit are in— 
terested in keeping the finances of 
GHI in good health, but yet would 
like to see an independent finan- 
cial audit, they should be willing 
to each donate $50.to $100 to cover 
such expenses. Before additional 
expense.is urged by these mem- 
bers, they and others should. avail 
themselves of the chance to read 
the Cresap, McCormick and Paget 
Survey Report — hundreds of cop- 
ies of which have not been picked 
up by members from the GHI of- 
fice... 

The continuing program of these 
few members who are trying to 
split the membership, Board and 
management staff can only result in 
the eventual total. destruction © of 
this cooperative housing organiza— 
tion. If they are interested in im— 
proving GHI’s’ operations and 
* strengthening ‘co-operative bonds, 
let them come'up with constructive 
suggestions: rather than continued 
destructive criticisms. bee a

Editor’s Note: The schedule of 
dates for the mosquito spraying 
in Greenbelt was provided by 
the State Board of Agriculture, 
which operates the program. A 
staff member of the Mosquito 
Control department told the 
News Review that the schedule 
is subject to change because of 
weather and smog conditions and 
breakdown in equipment. Thus, 
the spraying originally schedul- 
ed for July 18-19 was. postponed 
until July 27-28 because of the 
pollution alert that hung over 
the metropolitan area. In addi- 
tion, unusual rainy weather 
caused an interruption in the 
schedule. 


The News Review, in publish- 
ing the schedule in its July 6 
issue, noted that the spraying 
would take place on the dates 
designated, “weather permit- 
ting.” 

Future scheduled dates are 
Aug. 15-16, 29-30. 


GDC Board Meets

Instant information from as far 


away as Hawaii is now available 
to the «Greenbelt Police Dept. 
through the _ recently installed 
MILES Maryland Inter-Agency 


Law Enforcement System. compu-~ 
ter terminal system. This system, 
which is connected with the Na- 
tional Crime Information Center 
(NCIC) provides immediate ac- 
cess to all State Motor Vehicle De-— 
partment records and to similar in- 
formation across the country. Thus, 
if a local police officer should pull 
over a car as suspicious, he would 
know before the car had stopped 
such information pertaining to that 
ear’s license number as whether 
the vehicle had been reported stol~ 
on. 

Sixty percent of the cost to the 
eity for the first year’s operation of 
the terminal will be paid by a fed-— 
eral grant under the Low Enforce— 
ment Assistance Act. Since the 
state of Maryland pays for the 
eomputer itself, expense to the city 
is mainly for leasing of the equip-— 
ment and use of telephone lines.

Revenues for the municipal swim-— 
ming pool are running at least 
$1,000 behind the figure for last 
year, according to an end of July 
estimate by city manager James 
K. Giese. Because of the chilly 
and rainy weather for so much of 
the summer, sales of passes are 
running slower in every category 
than for the 1971 season. 

Worst hit has been the category 
ef resident family passes.

MOSQUITO POPULATION UP 


Mosquito control specialists for 
the State Board of Agriculture, 
headquartered at College Park, 
confirmed that the recent brood 
ef common household mosquitoes 
is probably at its highest level in 
10 years, thanks to abundant flood— 


water pools left by tropical storm | 


Agnes on June 21-23. 

And they warn that the next 
brood of floodwater mosquitoes, ex— 
pected about now, could well be 
many times larger than the current 
troublesome brood, especially if the 
prolonged rainy period we have 
been enduring continues to recur. 

Fortunately, there has been no 
apparent corresponding increase in 
the population of the even more 
troublesome salt-marsh mosquito 
on Maryland’s Eastern Shore, ac— 
cording to Dr. Robert N. Altman, 
state entomologist, although high 
tides could trigger a big build-up 
in a hurry, he observed. 

Under Dr. Altman’s over-all su- 
pervision, the State Board of Agri- 
culture administers a mosquito 
control program in _ cooperation 
with local taxing areas through- 
out the state. Approximately 1,175 
communities now participate in 
this cooperative program.
